Bank’s Warning on 
Currency Inflation 
MONTREAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the share-

holders of the Bank of Montreal, 
held at the Bank's Headquarters, 
was largely attended. The report 
and statement of account, particu- 
lars of which have already been 
publ'shed, were unanimously adopt- 
ed, and the retiring directors were 


unanimously re-elected. 
Sir Charles Gordon, the president, 
said that during the year they had 


been confronted with declining 
trade, dislocated foreign exchange, 
lessened demand for banking ac- 
commodation and low rates of in- 


the world’s monetary cen- 
tres; yet the Bank had managed to 
earn fair profits, to preserve a 
liquid position and meet 
the legitimate requirements of their 


terest in

W. A. Bog, joint general manager 
with Jackson Dodds, said in part: 

“Your Bank has come through 
this period with undiminished pres- 
tige, for it can be c.aimed without 
exaggeration that events have only 
se.ved to emphasize the important 
and outstanding position which it 
vccupies in the bus.ness affairs of 
this country.” 


Both the President and the Gen- 
eral Manager came out strongly 
against any inflation of currency in

Provincial Seed Fair. 


One of the largest displays of 
high quality seed grain ever gather- 
ed in the province, appeared last 
week in the provincial seed fair at 
Edmonton. Some 650 entries were 
made for the fair, including 316 
entries from junior grain clubs, in 
wheat, oats and barley. There were 
65 entries in wheat classes alone, 
One interesting exhibit was the dis- 
play of corn in the various corn 
classes, more than 1,200 ears being 
on display. Another feature was 
the visit of some 60 boys, members 
of junior grain clubs, who were the 
guests of the Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce for three days in that 
city, 


Workers Accidents. 


During 1932 there was a substan- 
tial decrease in accidents among the 
workers in the province, according 
to the provincial workmen’s compen- 

sation board. The figure for 1932 
is 8,974, compared with 10,050 for 
the previous year. Greater care and 
improved methods in industry caused 
the decrease. 


Joint Stock Companies. 


Joint stock companies organized 
in the province during 1932 totalled 
127, compared with 179 for 1931, 


Honey Production. 


A decrease in honey production 
in the province was recorded last 
year, which was not a favorable year 
for thiscrop. Total production was 
550,000-lbs., as to 915,000-Ibs. for 
19315, 


Shipments of Turkeys.
